of the State and the British territory.

1 . The laws and regulations in force in 

force in the British Provinces. In 


the State are shown in Appendix 

II and are generally the same as are in 
some cases, however, they arc madified to suit the local requirements. 

Criminal Tribes Rules were introduced in the State during the year 

under report. 


Military Force. 


2. The.total number of the State Armyand Us cost is -given in. detail, in 
Appendix III. ' 



The State Army has undergone no change in its . strength. The aggregate 
number was 3,772 as shown last year. The cost of its upkeep was slightly 
increased on account of an annual increment of 403/3/9 in the pay of the officials 
and in other expenses, Tha total expenditure under this head was Rs 20,0,020 
during the year agaist Rs 1,99,621 for the last year. 

The Hussaini Battalion had 773 muuzzle loading guns of obso’ete 
patterns and 21 swords, The Cavalry and infantry bear their nwn arras The 
Military force is employed mainly on watch and ward duiies in the State^and 
has been trained and drilled by a Government pensioned military officer for 
the last 6, or 7 years. , 

Sfthibzada Abdul Munim Khan, General of the State Army, con- 
trolled the Military Force satisfactorily. 

The State Band was trained satisfactarily by Mr.Franco BandraaEter. 


Police, 


3. The following report has been submitted by the Inspector Gener£\l 
of Police Tonk State;- 

Administration of Force,. 


(1) This department was administered throughout the year by Mr. S.T, 
Bollins late Inspector General of Police. 

The Tonk Pargana which is also the Head Quarters of the Tonk Raj 
Police, was Superintended by Pandit Dwarka Nath Padru tlirongliout the year, 
his charge includes the Parganas of Aligarh and Nimbahera. Munshj 
Anwar-Ul-Haque Superintended the Police in Parganas Chhabra, Pirawaaud 
Sironj. Excepting for six weeks in April and May, when he was on privilege 
leave, and again from September 20th, 1918, when he proceeded on three 
months leave without pay preparatory to retirement, 



Jle-orgnnisntion of the Force. 


(2)The Re-organisation Scheme drawn np hy Mr. Hdllins in lo23 Fash, is ' 
gradually being introduced there i.s however much to he done befo-e the force 
: Attains that stage of perfection, ^vhich is so desirable Funds and more funds 
are required for building up this dapartment and for want of funds several of 
the more important changes to he carried out, under the proposed Scheme, are 
- still held in abeyance. The pay and prospects of all grades of the P<dice have 
been substantially improved, aF_^eRmcsJ^ 3 ^b an e^ tagsh^act, but 
there remains, the building of Police Stations, suitable to the dignity and 
importance of Police work specially at the Head Quarters of each Pargana,and 
this work will sooner or later have be taken in hand as funds permit and the 

importance of the Police Department is actually realized. There is certainly 

, one section of the Police force which at present is not only an eye sore in every 
; way but also a useless expence to the State ;and that is the mounted Police, 
.The Syledar system has, been found most; dofective and though -my prede- 
■^ess^riDvHollins took one step forward to improve the. lot of the sawars 
by regularising thsir pay and taking- upon the department the feeding of 
the ami-mals there is still much to be done iu the matter of improving 
, the general turn out of the Mounted Police. 1 have every hope 

with the assistance of His Higheess of making the Mounted police some 
day wh.ch it should be, that is a useful body of horsemen. For the same 
reason there is much to be done to make the foot police into an efficient 
■ body of men- as they are at present, they are not prepared for, emergencies 
they have hardly any arms, a very little ammunition, their methods.of training 
are still defective, for want of suitable instructors, the men are not trained 
to shoot. It was always my predecessors intentiou to convert the Tonic 
. Police into something worthy of name and lam equally' interested in' trying 
to bnild up from where he left off. 1 have asked, for 100 Martin Henry 
Rifles and some 8,000 rounds and ammunition, and with the sympathy of 
His Highness and the assistance of oui Political Agent 1 have every hope 

of getting these soon. T have prepared a firing range and have put up 

targets and immediately 1 get the arms I'have asked for I will stait the 



men on musketry training. The system of rccrmung is also very 
defective. Secruits, when taking up po ice work look upon it, as some- 
thing, which requires no training and the Circle Inspectors and SuL- 
Inspeetors have hitherto never taken the trouble to eliminate this feeling 
from the minds of intending recruits-with the result that men are enlisted 
and forthwith posted to thanas-but not knowing anything oE police duties, 
the result can only be which it has hitherto been, that is disastrous. 
Every attempt is being made to bring the newly enlisted men into Head 
Quarters for a short training and when this method is finally established, 
yve can then look forward to an efficient Police force for Tonk State, 


Climate Conditions. 


(3) In 1324 Fasli-Escessive floods rendered thousands of persons 
homeless but in 1325 Fasli, it appears to have been just the other way- 
there was a scarcity of rainfall almost every where and what with war 
prices already prevailig, the conditions of the people was again rendered 
hard to sustain. 


Criminal Conditions^ 


(4) Under these conditions an increase of crimes was to be antici- 
pated, unfortunately there was a very marked increarse in the number of 
dakaities committed which from one case in 1324 there were 14 in 1324 
robberies also increased from 27 to 38 and burghu'ies went up fiom.295 
to 488 the value of property stolen, went up from 32570/12/-' to Es. 
1,33,775/10/6 and value ot property recovered was only 20 per cent 
compared with 53 per cent in 1324 Fasli. TheParganas of Tonk, Aligaih 
Pirawa, Chhabra and Nimbahera showed no alarming increase of crime- 
Nimbahera with two dakaities one of which was referred to the Vakil 
of Mewar was decreed against the Udaipur State. This was 'a case

trial at the close of the .year. There weiie tyo closes of robjiery also and 
both .ended in conviction, ' Tn pi icc .circle .Jhalra .(.Tonk) there y’ere two 
.dakaitic^ both ended in conviction. 

In Aligarh one case of bnrgalary remained .untr.aced. In police 
eircle 3^Iumnna ,;(Tonl;) out of two cases of .Iwgalary one was expunged and 
the .other ended in conviction A case .of robbery in Chhan (Aligarh) 
also remained ,\intraced. None of the .Above enset call fpr any cornraent. 

In the second rapgc (Chi.iabrn, Pirawa and Sironj) things were 
wery difforentj dakaitics and robberies by .Armed gangs of outlaws was the 
order of the day and tlie police appeared to have been incapable of dealing 
with these dakaits. There was nothing in particular doing in Chhabra and 
Pirawa but what was lacking in other Parganas was made up for by Sironj 
alone. Police circles Dipna khern., Syelpur and Apandyur seemed to have 
been the favourite haunts of the dab.its vWho used .to com o across, from 
.Gawnlior territory and raid .yillnges ni. leisure- Police circles Pipalya Baterij 
Kotwali and Tonkra a,lso had their attention. None of these cases appear 
to have been worked out except one which was challaned in Dcember 191,7 
and is still pending trial. In this coso the .culprits were important dakaits 
.and it is to be regretted that failure to dispose .pf criminal cases m law 
courts to this extent is pe^-mitted by ,the State Council. I already 

referred this case to tbo State Council. 1 ht-ve already given at length the 
details of the more important cases of dakaids committed in Pargana S.ironjj 
in li report submitted to the Private Secr,eto,ry to Hjs Highness and, to the 
State Councii In njy letter Nos 124 dated 11.12.18 and 125 dated 11.12.18 
respectively, and I hav.e also f<irwia-d«'d a further detailed continuation 
report on the Sironj dakaitics op 21st December IQi^. It is unnecessary 
therefore for me po report the saipe cases in this report, and thereb}'’ make 
this report unnecessary lengthy. I must however point out that the Eastern 
portion of Sironj Pargana is much too sparingly policed and the country as 
absolutely frge .for raide.rs from Gwalior and Bliopal to outer Sironj unrao.lested.-

the building of two extra police stations and a couple of Out ’ Posts niuk 
be considered immediately, and I will decide this when I go to Sironj very 
shortly, as 1 have already mentioned this necessity to His 'Highness. 

As I am only reporting on police work for 1325 Fasli I need not 
delate -.on the recent capture of dakaits in 1326 Fasli (December 1918) but 
these dakait raids have clearly established a very strong case for the better 
arming of the police force.' It will also sooner or later have to be con- 
Bidered whether or not a third Superintendent of Police should be appointed 
with head quarters at Nimbahera so as to reduce the ranges of each of the 
two Superintendents who are at present unable to devote that amount of 
attention which is so essential for efficient police work- I will report sepe- 
rately about this to His Higdness for favourable consideration. 


Cases Pending trial 


(5) There were n cases pending trial at the close of 13h. ns compared 
rntli 57 in 1S24, it will be seen that instead of matters improving they are 
go.ng from bad to worse- it is well known that the faets of a case are 
always freshes, in the memories of witnesses when the cnse is immediately 
heard but when cases are postponed sine-die. it is a very good example of 

court offces deteeting ends of jastiee. which the police arn required by law 
to preserve. 


Investigations 


( ) ^ 082 cases were inxestigated in 1S25 Fasli as compared with 988 

in lo.4 it shows that the police are begining to realize their responsibilities 

towards the public and are paying more attention to crime cemmitted in 
their various circles. 



Prosecutions 


, (7) Out of 1082 cRses investigated 387 were challaned as compared 

with 469 in 1324, 273 were convicted, 44 acquitted and discharged and 
214 expunged. There were not so many acquittals this year (77 to 44) 
which shows that the cases are better prepared before they' are sent into court 
On the other hand the cases expunged have greatly increased (181 to 214) 
which might show that the people still look upon the police as a ^medium 
for seeking revenge against their enemies or for other reasons. Befoie a 

case is sent up by the poliee for expunction the Superintendeuts ■ should 

. > 

carefully look into the reasons, as it very often happens that the police on 
very flimsy grounds make a case out to be false just to evade a proper 
investigation. 

Murders. 


(8) There were five cases of mnrder as compared with four last year. 
One of these was a case of child murder for the sake of ornaments at 
Nimbahera, One Kalla Teli was suspected but there was not sufficient 
evidence to send him up for trial. In another case at Chhabr'a the accused; 
shot a woman because she would not give into his improper proposals, the 
case was sent up for trial and he was sentenced to death. One: other case 
was pending trial at the close of the year and two other cases are pending 
investigations with the police. One case which occured last year- in whieh 
the accused are absconding, they brought a woman from Delhi and murdered 
her near Nazarbagh. Evidence under , section 512 I.F.C. has already been 
recorded but the accused are still at large,

(11) During the year' there were 20 Grievous hurt reported, of these. 
20 were investigated 12 were challaned as true cases, 8 were convicted, 5 
acquitted and one was not challaned for want of sutfioient evidence. S.n 
were expunged and two were pending trial at the close o! the year.

(13) Casea of committing rape went up from 3 in 1324 to 6 in 1325

Unnatural Offence, 


(13) Cases of sodomy also went up from 4 in 1324 to 9 in 1325, 
one was convicted, two discharged, and four expunged one oase was pending 
investigation and one was pending trial at the close of the year. , This 
pernicious habit of having :carnal intercourse against the laws of nature 
requires stamping out and I would strongly recommend that extreme penalties 
be imposed by trying magistrates when such cases are proved beyond a 
doubt, 

Dakaiti Robbery. 


(14), I have already commented on Jihese two classes of crime under 
para 5 and 1 have already foiwarded special reports on the out break of 
dakaiti and robbery to His Highness and to State Council, I am not there- 
fore reporting the occurrence of these cases in this report. ' It will suffice 
if I say, that now that Baba the leader of the gang of dakaits and five 
others have been accounted for by the Sironj Police, there ought to be 
greater tranquility in that Pargana in public. 


House breaking. 


(15) There were 488 cases of burglary during the year- of these 394 

were investigated- 207 removed undetected- out of 96 cases challaned 81

were convicted 7 discharged and 8 cases were pending trial at the end of

the year Sixteen cases were Pending investigation with the Police and 75 
were expunged- The most feasible explanation for the increase in the num- 
her of cases of burglaries is famine conditions, war prices, and an out- break 
of influenza, which made it necessary for thousands of persons to have their 
homes and property almost entirely improtected. The Police were very badly 
attacked with Influenza and so it was impossible to ej^pect very much help 
from them ^'ust at that critical tiipe. ^ 

Cattle theft. 


(16,) There were 21 cases pending from last year and 220 new cases- 
of this number 184 eases occurred in Range second particularly in SironJ 
Pargana. There is a decided increase under this head as comparetT with 
last year, 230 cases were investigated of which 22 were expunged as false- 
out of 60 cases challaned 36 were convicted 9 discharcfcd and 22 cases were 
pending trial- there were 20 cases pending investigation by Police and 12S 
r?m£\ined pudctected. 

Ordinary theft. 


(17) Out Of 290 cases of theft 52 were expunged as untrue, 110 
cases were challaned 91 cases were convicted 11 were discharsed and S; 
were pending trial at the close of the year. There were also five cases, 
pending police investigation- leaving 129 cases not traced. 


Miscellaneous cases. 


(18) Under this head ae included ten cases under section 109 I.P.C, 
all of which ended In conviction, I find that sufficient use is not made of

the pievential sections o£ the'Criminal Procedu-e Code. Suprmtendenta 
and Circle Inspectors should see to this when touring in their respective 
circles and ranges. 

There were altogether 15l cases and after dedecting ten cases under 
section 109 I.P.C. there are 141 cases to be explored- of these I 4 O were 
investigated 81 were challaned there were 8 cases in which sufficient evidence; 
was not forthcoming to warrant prosecutions 43 cases were convicted and 
17 discharged.25 cases were pending trial and six pending police investigation 
and 41 were expunged as false* 


Parsons arrested. 


(19) Out of a total of 651 persons sent up for trial 421 were convieted 
113 were discharged 75 were pending trial in the courts and 61 were pending 
police investigation. These figures compare favourably with the percentage 
of convictions as compared with last year. The number of persons 

discharged has however risen from 94 to 11 S and the number of persons 
pending trial has also risen from 57 to 75. 


Stolen property. 


(20) I have already given these figures in para 5, the amount of 
property stolen is undoubtealy due to the out break of dakaitis aud 
particularly to cattle raids by gangs of criminals from across the borders of 
neighbhuring states particularly by the Minas from Udaipur. 

House breaking. 


(21) Although there is some improvement in the discipline of the

force there are several cases in evidence still of not oiil}’’ constables absenting 
themselves for months without leave but Sub-Inspectors and Inspectors 
do not hesitate to do the same. When leave is granted these officers: 
deliberately overstay their leave. 

When orders of transfer are issued they ^ deliberately disobey or 
delay in obeying those orders and whenc'ver it chooses them they leave their 
duties and visit their homes for several days on a holiday. I have already 
punished severely several such cases of breach of discipline and 1 will not 
hositate to dismiss any officer who attempts to treat with contempt tho 
authority of superior officers. 


Buildings. 


(i!2) The Police Linos, I hope will bo complete within a verj" short 
lime, The delay has been due to scarcity of labour on account of sickness 
all round materials have also been hard to get for the same reason as cont- 
ractors and other suppliers had closed down their concerns. 

Gradually and as funds permit suitable Kotwalis must take tho 
place of the present tumbled down buildings- and later on the smaller 
thanas will also have to be rcnovaled or replaced. I sec the necessity of 
establishing two more police stations in Pargana Sironj, owing to the out 
lireak of serious crime, I have already mentioned this to His Highness and 
about this when I visit Sironj,, 


Mounled Police. 


(2o) It will be difficult to improve tho mounted Police, unt il sucli 
time, as Syledari System jg ^onc tiway with ’and the horses at present in

with a system in force by tradition but this could be got over by transferr- 
ing from the police, the present horses together with their Syledars aud if 
necessary with their Bargirs to the State Risala (cavalry) and 'eaviog it en- 
tirely to the Police to purchase their own horses from their own funds and 
havinv their own whole time sawars- I will and appeal to His Highness 
for fmther sympathy with the police in this matter, .not withstanding the 
liberality His Highness has already shown us in eveiy way.

Chowkidars, 

(24) The syBtem oE employing chowkidars also appears to be a 
traditional affair. These men draw no pay, bub receive grant of- ; land 
instead- they are held responsible for all thefts and are very ofeen asked 
to make good the losses of complainants. However good this system may 
appear, it is not ado ptable to, police working, and were it not that it would 
mean an extra increase in the police budget, I would certainly recommend 
its abolition for the whole time chowkidars as in British territory. This 
will come up for consideration .later on.
